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Letter  from  the  Editors 


rhe  yearbook  editors  would  like  to  con- 
gratulate the  class  of  2005  on  a  job  well 
done  and  for  completing  four  rigor- 
ous years  of  training  that  few  can  survive.  At 
times,  it  appeared  that  the  end  would  never  come; 
but  now  that  it  is  here,  it  seems  to  have  come  too 
soon.  Fortunately,  we  will  have  this  yearbook  to 
spark  memories  in  our  aging  minds  and  remind  us 
of  our  time  at  Drexel  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine. This  editor's  letter  is  intended  to  explain  the 
theme  of  this  yearbook  and  what  the  name  "  Aes- 
culapian"  means. 


During  the  long  hours  spent  at  countless  yearbook  meetings, 
many  fuzzy  and  trite  themes  were  brainstormed.  Some,  like  "a  moment 
in  time"  and  "a  time  to  remember"  were  reminiscent  of  a  bad  prom. 
However,  one  night  while  watching  a  far-fetched  reality  show  called 
"Laguna  Beach" on  MTV,  it  became  obvious  how  perfect  the  Postal 
Service  song  "Such  Great  Heights"  captured  the  end  of  our  medical 
school  training.  The  theme  of  the  2005  yearbook  "From  Such  Great 
Heights"  symbolizes  our  feelings  right  now,  our  breadth  of  medical 
knowledge,  and  the  possibilities  yet  to  come.  As  fourth  year  medical 
students,  we  have  worked  our  way  to  the  top  only  to  look  down  where 
everything  looks  so  distant  and  perfect .  The  prospect  of  graduation  is 
like  a  high  we  want  to  last  and  end  all  at  the  same  time.  Initially,  many 
of  us  will  be  looking  at  our  patients  on  the  operating  table  or  exam  table 
wondering,  "What's  next;  what's  going  on  here;  why  does  'such  great 
heights'  feel  so  overwhelming?"  But  rest  assured,  should  you  fall  there 
are  friends  waiting  to  catch  you  and  lift  you  back  up  and  when  you 
succeed  you  can  always  climb  higher.  We  hope  that  when  you  browse 
this  yearbook,  you  will  remember  many  of  the  "highs"  of  medical 
school. 

As  for  the  name  of  the  yearbook,  The  Aesculapian,  the  title  has  a 
history  that  is  both  fascinating  and  appropriate  for  a  medical  school. 
The  word  "Aesculapian"  refers  to  a  very  important  demigod  in  Greek 
mythology,  Aesculapius.  According  to  legend,  Aesculapius  was  the 
son  of  the  god  Apollo  and  the  nymph  Coronis.  The  centaur  Chiron 
educated  Aesculapius  to  become  a  skillful  Greek  healer.  Aesculapius 
became  so  adept  in  surgery  and  in  the  use  of  medicinal  plants  that  he 


was  frequently  referred  to  as  "the  god  of  medicine  and 
healing. "  Shrines  and  temples  to  Aesculapius,  where 
the  sick  would  worship  and  seek  cures  for  their  ail- 
ments, were  erected  throughout  Greece.  Aesculapius 
also  had  two  daughters  who  helped  tend  to  the  ill  at  the 
temples:  Hygeia  (whose  name  means  "health,"  which 
is  reflected  in  the  modern  term  "hygiene")  and  Pana- 
cea (whose  name  means  "all  healing"). 

Aesculapius  believed  snakes  to  be  sacred  and 
powerful  symbols  of  healing  and  kept  the  serpents  at 
his  temples.  The  wooden  staff  of  Aesculapius,  always 
bearing  a  coiled  serpent  soon  became  the  traditional  symbol  of 
medicine,  health,  and  wisdom  still  used  today:  the  caduceus.  The 
symmetry  and  bilateral  arrangement  of  the  caduceus  expresses  the  idea 
of  active  equilibrium,  of  opposing  forces  balancing  one  another  in  such 
a  way  as  to  create  a  higher,  static  form.  This  balance  is  twice  stated:  in 
the  serpents  and  the  wings,  thereby  emphasizing  the  supreme  state  of 
strength  and  self-control  (and  consequently  of  health)  which  can  be 
achieved  both  on  the  lower  plane  of  the  instincts  (symbolized  by  the 
serpents)  and  on  the  higher  level  of  the  spirit  (represented  by  the  wings). 

What  became  of  Aesculapius?  Unfortunately,  some  feared  his 
healing  powers  and  wanted  him  destroyed.  Most  notably,  Hades  (the 
god  of  the  Underworld)  feared  that  Aesculapius  would  restore  life  to  the 
dead  with  his  powerful  healing  arts.  After  sharing  his  concern  with  Zeus, 
who  also  feared  that  Aesculapius  would  transform  humans  into  god-like 
immortals,  Aesculapius  was  struck  with  a  mighty  thunderbolt  that  ended 
his  life. 

Although  Aesculapius  met  with  a  tragic  end,  his  legend  will  endure. 
As  we  graduate  from  medical  school,  we  will  continue  to  foster  the 
tradition  of  Aesculapius,  learning  and  practicing  the  healing  arts  of 
medicine.

Dr.  Catherine  D.  DeAngelis  is  editor-in-chief  of  JAMA  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  Scientific 
Publications  and  Multimedia  Applications  and  professor  of  pediatrics  at  Johns  Hopkins  University  School  of 
Medicine.  When  she  was  named  editor  of  JAMA  in  2000,  she  became  the  first  female  editor  of  the  journal  in  its 
122-year  history.  Dr.  DeAngelis  has  made  a  special  effort  at  JAMA  to  publish  substantive  scientific  articles  on 
women's  health  issues,  such  as  landmark  study  questioning  the  benefits  of  hormone  replacement  therapy  in 
2002. 

After  initially  studying  to  become  a  registered  nurse,  Dr.  DeAngelis  received  her  medical  degree  from  the  School 
of  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Pittsburg,  and  her  pediatric  specialty  training  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital. 
She  earned  her  M.P.H.  degree  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Public  Health  and  worked  at  a  local 
comprehensive  community  clinic.  There  she  noticed  that  many  patients  were  not  receiving  basic  care,  primarily 
because  of  access  and  financial  problems.  With  a  little  more  training  for  nurses,  she  thought,  some  of  these 
problems  could  be  addressed.  To  solve  this  problem,  she  wrote  a  textbook  for  nurse  practitioner-medical 
resident  teams,  Basic  Pediatrics  for  Primary  Care  Providers  (1973). 

From  1973  to  1975,  s  a  faculty  member  at  Columbia  College  of  Physicians,  she  focused  on  improving  health  care 
systems  in  Harlem  and  upper  Manhattan  using  physician-nurse  practitioner  teams.  In  1978  she  joined  Johns 
Hopkins  as  chief  of  the  new  Division  of  General  Pediatrics  and  Adolescent  Medicine.  When  she  was  made  a  full 
professor  in  1984,  Dr.  DeAngelis  was  only  the  12th  woman  in  Hokins'  94-year  history  to  receive  that  rank.  She 
was  named  vice  dean  for  academic  affairs  and  faculty  in  1994.  Sixty-eight  percent  of  all  women  who  have  become 
professor  since  the  founding  of  Hopkins  received  their  promotions  while  Dr.  DeAngelis  was  vice  dean. 

Dr.  DeAngelis  has  written  or  edited  11  books  on  pediatrics  and  medical  education  and  has  published  more  than 
200  original  articles,  chapter,  editorials  and  abstracts.  Most  of  her  recent  publications  have  focused  on  conflicts 
of  medicine,  women  in  medicine  and  medical  education. 

Dr.  DeAngelis  is  a  council  member  of  the  National  Academy  of  Science  and  the  Institute  of  Medicine,  and  is  a 
fellow  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  She  has  served  as  an  officer  of  numerous 
national  academic  societies,  including  chairman  of  the  American  Board  of  Pediatrics  and  chairman  of  the 
Pediatric  Accreditation  Council  for  Residency  Review  Committee  of  the  American  Council  of  Graduate  Medical 
Education.  Dr.  DeAngelis  also  oversees  nine  Archives  publications  as  well  as  /AMA-related  Web  site  content.  She 
has  served  as  editor  of  Archives  of  Pediatrics  &  Adolescent  Medicine  and  has  been  a  member  of  numerous  journal 
editorial  boards. 

In  honor  of  her  commitment  to  improving  the  healthcare  of  all  people  and  especially  women,  Drexel  University 
is  proud  to  confer  upon  Dr.  Catherine  D.  DeAngelis  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medical  Science,  honoris  causa. 
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President  Papadakis,  Dean  Bloom,  distinguished  faculty,  honored  guests,  and  fellow  graduate*. . . 

Having  just  reached  a  significant  milestone  in  our  educational  journey,  I  think  it's  important  to  stop  and 
look  back  at  the  experience.  While  I  was  reflecting  on  what  this  journey  has  meant  to  me,  my  thoughts  kept 
drifting  back  to  various  people.  Our  parents,  families,  friends,  and  significant  others  nurtured  and 
supported  us  through  often  trying  times  while  bringing  joy  to  our  lives.  Our  professors  distilled  and 
imparted  their  knowledge  and  shared  their  experiences  with  us,  And  Our  classmates  encouraged  us  as  we 
struggled  through  this  challenging  journey  together.  We  certainly  have  had  a  lot  of  support  along  the  way. 

I  used  to  think  that  today  would  mark  the  end  of  our  journey,  but  1  now  know  that  is  not  the  case.  Our 
journey  will  never  really  end.  We  will  continue  to  learn;  we  will  continue  to  grow;  and  we  will  continue 
to  travel  our  paths.  But  there  will  be  some  major  changes  to  the  journey.  In  the  new  phase  of  our  journey, 
some  of  the  people  who  have  been  our  companions  will  no  longer  be  able  to  accompany  us.  Today  will 
undoubtedly  be  the  last  time  that  we  will  ever  see  some  of  our  teachers;  it  will  be  the  last  time  we  will  see 
some  of  our  classmates.  The  very  people  who  shaped  our  experiences. . .  who  guided  us  will  go  their  own 
ways  as  we  choose  our  own  new  paths. 

But  there's  no  need  to  be  sad.  After  all,  continuing  this  journey  is  what  we  are  meant  to  do.  We  hair  been 
well-educated  during  our  time  at  Drexel,  but  now  it  is  time  to  come  into  our  own  right.  In  addition  to 
continuing  our  own  education  on  a  higher  level,  we  must  start  to  shift  our  focus  from  being  the  pupil  to 
being  someone  else's  guide.  We  will  become  the  educators,  whose  privilege  it  is  to  teach  and  inspire  future 
generations.  We  will  become  the  researchers,  whose  privilege  it  is  to  advance  the  understanding  of  our 
universe  and  of  the  human  condition.  We  will  become  the  physicians  whose  privilege  it  is  to  heal  and 
suffering. 

With  our  future  destinies  in  mind,  when  we  process  out  of  this  ceremony  together,  then  immediately 
disperse,  and  embark  upon  our  own  unique  paths,  take  a  moment  to  thank  those  around  you  who  modi 
as  successful  as  you  are,  and  make  a  commitment  to  yourself  to  guide  others  in  their  own  jow
